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A Trip on Tue Rateraun & 
Air LINE Cnors, &c. 


—Saturday evening at 3:25 we bounded 
aboard the Raleigh and Augusta Air 
Line Railroad passenger train, and un- 
der the good care and control of our 
young friend Capt. Ward was soon 
speeding ow way towards its present 
terminus, Sanford. The Roanoke Mes 
has on more than one occasion spoke of 
Capt. Ward as the ladies’ favorite. We 
can go still further and say that on this 
road Capt. W. is not only the favorite 
ladies traveling, but also those along 
the line of the road. At every country 
road crossing, station or large house the 
nes appear in numbers, and by hand- 
kerchiet waving, tossing bonnets, and 
bes* of all winning smiles, show their 
estimation and appreciation of Capt. 
Ward, 

From Raleigh to Carey, the first sta- 
tion,the crops both cotton and corn, are 
tlie poorest on the road, and very poor 
for the seasor. We noticed several. 
trees and thirteen telegraph posts, near 
Asbury, that had been struck by light- 
ning during the storm of Friday. 

Carey is six miles from Raleigh and 
is the point where this road crosses the 
North Carolina Road. There are several 
fine residences here, others going up, 
and quite a number of beautiful, well 
arranged and neat cottage dwellings. 
There is also a large brick hotel in pro- 
cess of erection, with stores on the 
ground floor. In a few years, Carey will 
be quite a town, judging from its prescut 
fiourishing prospects. 

From Carey to Apex the crops begin 
to look better, and fer the time we see 
cotton in the field that would hide a 
blacksnake on the ground. The corn is 
also up to an average yield for this sec- 
tion in some places. 

Apex, the highest point on the rail- 
road, is also a flourishing’go ahead little 
town. It was incorporated at the last 
session of the State Legislature, and 
had the most exciting municipal elec- 
tion that occurred in any town or city 
in the State; Raleigh was nowhere. 
After a severe and trying canvass and 
the excited election, Apex came in 
possession of a Mayor and a Board of 
Towa Commissioners. There is more 
building going on and a greater demand 
for mechanics than any station on the 
road. We passed J-ashley’s with close! 
eyes and ears; when we can say nothing 
good of man, beast or town we say 
nothing eyil, so we hurry on to “Merry 
Oaks.” This is quite a small, but we 
think, finished village, not the sound of 
a hammer or the rattle of a saw is heard 
in its quiet precincts, and from what we 
saw of the natives about the depot they 
are content to have it so. From Apex 
to Haywood the crops continue to im— 
prove and both corn and cotton are 
fully up to the average. 

llaywood is one mile from the rail- 
road, bnt the train balts long enough in 
an open field to take on the mail and 
passengers, 

(Thuis is one of the places where Ward 
gets the “smiles.”) As we did not see 
the town we cannot of course say any- 
thing about it. The railroad bridge 
over Haw river at this place is one 
of the best structures at its charac- 

ter in this country, not excclled even by 
the splended structure just one mile 
farther on, over Deep river. The Deep 
river bridge is, however, much the long- 
est and both built at the same time by 
the same partics and upon the same 
plan. 

Lockville is the next station reached 
and here we disembark. There is yet 
no station house at this place, two large 
box cars being used for a ireigbt de- 
pot and an old mail car for the agent's 
office. The agent is a two hundred and 
eighty pounder, with a red head, and 

raises game chickens and Essex hogs for 
amusement. He is a good business 
man however, and particularly adapted 
to this place, for when hands are scarce 
it is a small matter for him to shoulder 
a barrel of whisky and take it from his 
warehonse to the wagon a distance of 
eighty feet. The Company propose to 
commence the erection of suitable 
warehouses in the town of Lockville at 
an early day. 

At Lockville it was our good fortune 
to joy over Sunday with mine host aud 
and hostess of the Cotton House, who 
thoroughly understands the business in 
all its branches. We have before spo 

ken of this house and only refer to it 
now merely to show that we stand by 
what we said. 

The crops in this section are much 
finer than any other point on the road. 
The cotton and corn in this section are 
much better than have been known for 
years. and we may say, truthfully that 
Capt. lane Newton Clegg, near Lock- 
ville, haus the finest general crop of any 
man io the State and wiil make more 
corn to the acre, cither high ground or 
low ground, than any other. 

The work on the locks at this place 
is going rapidly forward, and soon 
steamers will find an opening to upper 
Deep River and the rich coal mines that 
it 1s intended to reach. The main lock 
of the three near this place is said to be 
the highest in the United States, having 
a fall of 28 feet. Work on the dams on 
Deep River, and down the Cape Fear to 
Lillington, is also progressing. When 
these works are all completed, Lock- 
ville will Le a place of considerable im- 
portance, and doubtless a large town. 
Even now the business of the town is 
brisk and improving, and scttlers are 
coming in aimost daily. 

As we went no farther than Lockville, 
we will finish up the other end of the 
road whe: we go over it. 7

| For the Daily News. 
„Compulsory Education.“ 

Dear News :—I see among the pro. 
ceedings of the Educational Conyention 
lately held in Raleigh, as reported by 
your city pspers, a resolution favoring 
compulsory education in our State. It 
is gratifying to those holding my views 
to know that this resolution was sanc- 
tioned by a majority of four only, and 
that on a day when a number of the del- 
egates, amply suflicientto reverse the 
vote, had returned totheir homes. I 
wish to state some objections to this 
resolution before it becomes tvo Jate, for 
when our gregarious people once take a 
stand they will no more remove than 
would Mount Athos at the command of 
Xerxes. To begin : 

1. A system of compulsory education 
is opposed to the genius of a Republi- 
can government. Crotchety as was 
Thomas Jefferson, he expressed sound 
American doctrine when he said “That 
government is best which governs least.” 
Gradual encroachments upon personal 
liberty insidiously reconcile republicans 
to a monarchy. 

2. It is opposed to the spirit of our 
common law which wisely leaves the 
ordinary duties growing out of the do- 
mestic relations to the control of the 
forum in which they originate. It was 
well said by Justice Reade (in the State 
vs. Rhodes), that family circles “all 
have domestic governments which they 
have formed for themselves, suited to 
their own peculiar conditions, and 
those governments are supreme, and 
from them there is no appeal except in 
cases of general importance requiring 
the strong arm of the law.” 

3. The people of a free government 
are never willing to submit to law seck- 
ing the enforcement of mere moral or 
religious duties, or such as the Legislus 
ture may deem moral or religious. Wit- 
ness the fate «f the liquor laws in this 
country, and of the attempts to estab- 
lish the Euglisu church in Scotland, 
Our ancestors did not flee to this coun- 
try fur freedom of conscience, with any 
thought of again committing this great 
mentor to the charge of others. It may 
be suggested that education is nota 
mere moral duty, but that it is a State 
necessity. Granted that general edu- 
cation is a State necessity, but general 
education may be had by large 
access to free-schools, whilst. 
universal education is not such a neces- 
sity as to overbalance the impolicy of 
exciting wide-spread discontent by 
legislating away parental discretion. 
But it is superfluuus to refer to public 
policy in combatting this resolution, 
for it professedly strikes at the root of 
domestic government and seeks to se- 
cure the ‘inalienable rights’ of children. 
If one should object that sec. 17. 
Art. 9 of the Constitution seems to con- 
template Compulsory Education, I can 
only answer that the framers of that 
instrument, though long in power, have 


thought it wise to abstain from the ex- 
ercise Of their constitutionai wuthuiicy 


4th. Compulsory attendance upon 
schools must injnre those private insti- 
tuions of learning ia our State which in 
the dark days since the war bave kept 
glowing the light of education—and for 
this reason, thiscompulsory plan must be 
systematic,‘and no system can be framed 
to mect individual exigencies. The 
father must often send his child to 
school at a time when he cannot raise 
funds to pay for private tuition—and 
off goes the child to a public school, 
where, perhaps, the Democratic parent 
may have his boy taught to laugh at 
Jeff Davis in petticoats, and the Repub. 
lican father may find that his son has 
Grant and bull pups indissolubly asso- 
ciated ; where the Catholic parent may 
have his child taught to cxult in the 
victory of the Boyne, and the Protestant 
his to justify the massacre of St. Buar- 
tholomew. Yet there is no help. The 
money for private instiuction is lacking 
and the poor man’s boy must be educa- 
ted not as he wills but as the State wills. 
To conclude: Tt does seem to be 
stupidity aud folly to draw analogies 
from Prussia and the other countries ot 
continental Europe, where the govern 
ment is still semi-despotic and where 
individual liberty is regarded not as 
un inalienable birthright, but as u be- 
nignant concession from the monarch. 


‘Tae Goversmest pon

work upon the proposed Government 
building in this city will commence 
next month, advertisement having been 


made for contracts to farnish brick and 
dig the fouadation. We learo that the 
building will front on Martin street, 
117 feet. This is made necessary from 
the fact that the Government lot, on 
which tie building is to be erected, hus 
only a frontage of 105 fect, Fayetteville 
street, while a front of 210 feet can be 
obtained on Martin. To make amends 
for this there will be a spacious and 
imposing entrance on Fayetteville street, 
thirty feet from the pavement. It is 
presumed that the post-oflice will oc- 
cupy the first floor, the Court room the 
second, while the third will be devoted 
to offices for the various Federal ofli- 
cials stationed in the city. The build 
ing will have a breadth of sixty feet. 
The present unsightly wooden building, 
doing duty as a post-oflice, will soon 
be removed to that portion of the Court 
House square in front of the store of W. 
C. Stronach.

Important Chancery Decision. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—Col Charles 
Case, Receiver of the First National Bank 
of New Orleans, has just arrived and 
reports to the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, that he has intelliger ce from 
Messrs. Jevon's & Riley, his Solicitors 
in Liverpool, that the House of Lords 
has recently decided the last of a series 
of chancery cases in his favor, thus se- 
curing some $70,000 or more to the fund 
forthe general creditors of the Bank. 
Col. Case may justly congratulate him- 
self upon chis result. 

When the Bank failed some six years 
since, sundry creditors, who had bought 
its bills on the Bank of Liverpool, 
sought to secure payment of their claims 
in full by instituting proceedings in 
chancery in England, by which they 
tied up pendente lite and hoped final] 
to appropriate between $200,000 an 
$300,000 then on deposit in the Liver- 
pool bank, upon — 123 ot funds 
to pay the several bills as they were ne- 
gotiated. They seemed confident of 


{success and many other creditors and 


even some eminent lawyers were more 
than fearful that this large sum would 
be lost to the general fund, but the. re- 
ceiver, after a careful consideration of 
the facts, concluded that the suits ought 
to be defeated, both because these facts 
Jid not warrant the theory of any spe- 
cific appropriation, and because it was 
not within the power of a National 
Bank to make such an appropriation on 
a time bill as against the contingency 
of its own intervening insolvency. He 
resolved, therefore, to contest the cases 
and did so. The decision of the 
vice chancellor. was adverse to him 
He appealed, and some two years 
since, the Lord High Chancellor, and 
three Judges with him sitting, pro- 
nounced an elaborate opinion reversing 
the Vice-Chancellor’s decree, and decree- 


ing the money to be paid to the Re- 


ceiver. All but two of the claimants 
acquicsced in this decree, These two, 
acting as is understood, upon the ad. 
vice of Hon. J. P. Benjamin, formerly 
U. S. Senator, now a practicing barister 
and Queen’s counsel in London, took an 
appeal to the House of Lords, thus tie- 
ing up £15,000 of the fund two years 
longer. This appeal, after the most 
elaborate argument on behalf of the 
appellants, has just been dismissed with 
costs, and the Receiver, after six years 
fighting from the lowest to the highest 
chancery tribunals in England, is finally 
completely successful.

DENOMINATIONAL COLLEGES. 
We publish in another column a let- 
ter from Rev. Dr. B. Craven, the dis- 
tinguished President of Trinity College, 
on the subject of resuscitatirg the 
University. It will be seen that Dr. 
Craven argues in favor of denomina- 
tional institutions, and names several of 
the most celebrated colleges in this 
country and Europe which are conduc- 
ted under denominational influences. 

What we understand by a denomina- 
tional college is a college controlled 
chiefly by a particular der omination—a 
college whose Trustees or a large major- 
ity of them, belong to a certain church, 
and whose President, Professors and 
Trustees, or a large majority ef them, 
profess acertain faith. As examples 
to illustrate our idea of a denomination- 
al College, we cite Trinity, Davidson 
and Wake Forest. The first is Metho- 
dist, the second Presbyterian, and the 
third Paptist. 

Now when we say we do not wish to 
see the University revived under de- 
nominational influences, we mean that 
we do not wish to see its destinies con- 
tided to the keeping of any particular 
church, not because we have pre- 
judice against any church, but 
because we honestly believe it 
will be better for the University— its 
prosperity, useſulness and influence, 
that it be resuscitated on the basis on 
which it was originally established. 

In other words we want to see Chapel 
Hill College just like it was before the 
war--the pride and ornament of the 
State—one of the first institutions 
in the land—with a Faculty equal to 
that of any other University, and not 
dependent upon any one denomination’s 
influence for sustenance and patronage. 


Let the Uniyersity of North Carolina 
he ro upuu the same gene- 


ral system under which it grew and 
flourished and reached the full tide of 
prosperity before the war, and we be- 
lieve it will again become a power in 
our day and generation. 


OUR LIVING AND OUR DEAD.

The Belgian Government has recently 
ordered securely locked ietter-boxes to 
be placed in all the insane asylums of 
the country, public or private, in posi- 
tions where they wiil be easily accessi- 
ble toallthe inmates. They are de- 
signed to allow complaints and sugges- 
tions to be made to the authorities in a 
way independent of any of the oflicers 
or attendants. No one connected with 
the institution can have access to them, 
They are in charge of the Procureur du 
Roi of the district, and the letters they 
contain are taken to him weekly for ex- 
amination. The complaints are then 
investigated, and if any one claims to 
be sane, the case is ordered to be ex- 
amined by medical experts. Abuses are 
corrected. The system, it is said, exerts 
a wholcsome influence, and tends to se- 
cure proper management in all its de- 
tails.

Educational Convention. 

Mr. Eprron: your issue ot July 
15th you say: “The discussion on the 
re-establishment of the University, a 
subject dear to the pcople of North 
Carolina, was characterized by too 
much denominational feeling. The 
question in which the public is interest- 
ed is not whether this or that demomi- 
nation shall be represented in the Fac- 
ulty, but whether we shall have any 
University at all.” 

Your views doubtless accord with a 
kind of general sentiment that has long 
been current in the State; but I think 
more careful examination would show 
that the assertion is erroneeus. I do 
not think too much denominational 
feeling was manifested. I think the 
public is interested “whether this or 
that denomin- tion shall be represented 
in the Faculty.” One erroneous assump- 
tion pervaded the whole discussion of the 
University, viz: that there is a public that 
is not interested in denominational in- 
fluence, and that said public has spe- 
cial claims upon the State. There are 
many who prefer State Institutions, 
tut there are not five hundred citizens 


in the State who have no 
denominational preference as to 
Professors or Teachers, or who 
would) be willing to have a 


University with no denominational 
influence in it. There is no eiiec- 
tive religious influence without denom- 
inations, and tbe public that desires an 
institution without religious influence 
is very small. If there is such a public, 
it would be fair for it to build and sup- 
port its own institution, without taxing 
all other citizens. Men of broad Uni- 
versity ideas, point to the magnificent 
splendor and dominant influence of the 

erman Universities,Oxford,Cambridge, 
Harvard, Yale and Princeton. These 
are the greatest institutions in existence; 
their mark js upon all the forces ard re- 
sults of our civilization, and all of them, 
one or two inGermany perhaps excepted, 
are, intel denominational institutions, 
built and aided more or less by the State. 
History cannot show a half dozen insti- 
tutions of note, that were not in fact 
strongly denominational. 80 far as 
facts prove any thing on this subject, 
they show that the best way to make a 
great institution is for it to be purely 
denominational as to creed, with suffi- 
cient State aid to equip and support it, 
and enough State control to prevent its 
becoming sectarian. I do not advocate 
the theory, but at present such is the 
theory of facts. 

The North Carolina public is denom- 
national, and as such will be heard and 
must be respected. There is now more 
unity of feeling and purpose among the 
diilerent denominations than at any 
previous time, more kindness toward 
each other, and more disposition to 
unite in anything for the general good ; 
but denominational affinity is constant- 
ly growing, and is now one of the 
strongest forces in society. The Uni- 
versity of North Carolina cannot be res 
suscitated with no religion, or with any 
one denomination in virtual control, and 
bave to organize it with neither of these 
objections, is the problem we are at- 
tempting to solve. “The friends ol the 
the University,” is an inviduous phrase. 
Every educated man in the State, and 
many others, are friends of the Univer- 
sity. No University in this State can 
live, if it is not supported by the de- 
nominations. They are four great pow- 
ers, With several of less influence, and 
wi.l be heard upon all subjects within 
their sphere. The church originated 
the idea of College as we now have it, 
and for seven hundred years has chiefly 
controlled all matters of education. 
Hence I do not think there was too 
much denominationalism in the Conven- 
tion.

That in conformity with section 8, =

I, Top R. CALDWELL, Governor of the 
State of North Carolina, do order so much 
of the preamble of said act as sets forth the 
alterations proposed and agreed to, and the 
second section of said act to be published 
for thirty days preceding the first Thurs- 
day of August, aS the — r „Daily 
Sentinel,” the “Daily Era“ and the “Daily 
News”, published in Raleigh, and also for 
the same length of time in the following 
Weekly papers, published in the various 
Congressional Districts of the State to-wit: 

First District—“North Carolinian,” Eliza- 
beth City; Express,“ Washington. 

Second District—** Neus,“ Goldsboro; 
„Mail,“ Rocky Mount. 

Third Distriet—“ Statesman, Fayette- 
ville; Star,“ Wilmington. 

Fifth Distriet—“ New North State,“ 
Greensboro: Chronicle,“ Milton. 

Sixth District—“ Democrat, Charlotte: 
“Spirit of the South,“ Rockingham, 

Seventh District—* American,” States- 
ville; “Watehman,” Salisbury.

That portion of the preumble ordered to 
— 1 is in the following words, 

Ww 


“Whereas, the last General Assembly, 
three-fifths of the whole number of mem- 

rs of each House concurring,) the bill 
containing the same having veen read 
three times in each House, proposed the fol- 
lowing alterations of the Constitution of 
the State, to-wit; Alteration in relation to 
the public debt; alteration in relation to 
the office of Superintendent of Public 
Works; alte: ation in relation to the State 
census; alteration in relation to exemp- 
tions from taxation ; alteration in relation 
to the University ; alteration in relation to 
the sessions of the General Assembly ; 
alteration in relation to the Code Commis- 
sioners ; alteration in relation to Federal 
and other officers holding office.” 

The second section of the said act ordered 
to be published is in the following words, 


to-wit: 

„It shall be the duty of the Sheriffs in 
each and every county in the State to open 
polls at the several election precincts in his 
county on the said first Thursday in Au-

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THE CONSTITUTION AL AMEND- 
MENTS. 

In order that the people may vote un- 
derstancingly on the amendments to 
the Constitution, at the ensuing elec- 
tion, we deem it necessary to give in 
full the eight clauses in that instrument 
proposed to be altered, together with 
the alterations themselves. 


RELATION TO THE PUBLIC 
DEBT. 


The present Constitution in Article J, 
Declaration of Rights, provides as fol- 
lows : 

“Sec, 6. To maintain the honor and 
good faith of the State untarnished, 


the public debt, regularly contracted 
— and since the rebellion, shall be 


regarded as inviolable and never be 
qnestioned ; but the State shall never 
assume or pay, or authorize the collec 
tion of any debt or obligation, express 
or implied, incurred in aid of insurrec- 
tion, or rebellion against the United 
States, or any claim for the loss or 
emancipation of any slave.” 

This section is amended by striking 
out the first clause down to and inclu- 
ding the word “but,” so that the 
amended clause in Article I will then 
read: 

„Sec. 6. The State shall never as- 
sume or pay, or authorize the collection 
of, any debt or obligation, express or 
implied, incurred in aid of insurrection 
or rebellion against the United States, 
or any claim for the loss or emancipa- 
tion of any slave.” 

Another alteration in regard to the 
public debt is provided for in the same 
amendment, by striking out section 4, 
Article V of the present Constitution, 
which is as follows: 

“Sec. 4. The General Assembly shall, 
by appropriate legislation and by ade- 
quate taxation, provide for the prompt 
and regular payment of the interest on 
the public debt, and after the year 
1880, it shall lay a specific annual tax 
upon the real and personal property of 
the State, and the sum thus realized 
shall be set apart as a sinking fund, to 
be devoted to the payment of the pub 
he debt.” 

So that the above section will be en- 
tirely stricken outand the amended 
Constitution will not make it compul- 
sory on the Legislature, by express lan- 
guage, to provide for the payment of 
interest and principal of the public 
debt. 

SECOND: IN RELATION TO THE OFFICE 
oF SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC Wonxs. 

Article III, section 1, of the present 
Constitution names among the other 
officers of which the Executive Depart~ 
ment shal! be composed, a Superinten- 
dent of Public Works, who shall be 
elected for a term of four years by the 
qualified voters of the State, at the same 
time and places, and in the same man- 
ner as members of the General Assem- 
bly. 

The amendment proposes to strike 
out the words “Superintendent cf Pub- 
lie Works“ wherever they occur in the 
Constitution, thus abolishing that 
office. 
THIRD : 


FIRST : IN 


IN RELATION TO THE STATE 
CENSUS. 

In the present Constitution, Article 
II, the following provision is made for 
taking a State Census: 

“See 5, An enumeration of the in- 
ints suis of the State shall be taken 
under the direction of the General As- 
sembly in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-five. and at the end 
of every ten years thereafter; and the 
said Senate Districts stall be so altered 
by the General Assemil.iy, after the first 
session after the return oi every erume- 
ration taken as aforcsaid, or by order of 
Congress, that each Senate District shall 
contain, as nearly as may be, an equal 
number of inhabitants, excluding aliens 
and Indians not taxed, and shall 
remain unaltered until the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous territory ; 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county shall be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators.” 

The amendment proposed to this 
Article is to strike out all that precedes 
the words, “the said Senate Districts,” 
in section 5, and to strike out the phrase 
as aforesaid, or,” the parts so stricken 
out relating to the census, so that the 
section as amended will read: , 

“Sec. 5. The said Senate Districts 
shall be so altered by the General As- 
sembly at the first session after the re- 
turn of every enumeration taken by order 
of Congress, that each Senate District 
shall contain, as nearly as may be, an 
equal number of inhabitants, excluding 
aliens and Indians not taxed, and shall 
remain unaltered until the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous territory ; 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county sball be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators,” 


The object of this amendment is to 
do away with the unnecessary expense 
of taking a State census under the direc- 
tion of the Genera! Assembly, inasmuch 
as the same work is done by the nationai 
Government. 

FOURTH: IN RELATION 
TIONS FROM TAXATION, 

The present Constitution, Article V- 
Revenue and Taxation, provides as fol- 
lows: 

“Sec, 6. Property belonging to the 
State or to municipal corporations, shall 
be exempt from taxation. The General 
Assembly may exempt Cemeterics, and 
property held for educational, scientific, 
literary, chasiteble or religious purpo 
ses; also wearing apparel, arms for mus- 
ter, household kitchen furniture, 


TO EXEMP- 


the mechanical and agricultural imple- 
ments for mechanics and farmers, libra- 
ries and scientific instruments, to a value 
not exceeding three hundred dollars.” 
The amendment proposes to change 
this section by inserting alter the word 
instruments,“ the words “or any waned 


— 


personal property,” so that the section 


as amended will read : 

“Sec, 6. Property belonging to the 
State, or to municipal corporations shall 
be exempt from taxation. The General 


Assembly may exempt cemeteries, and 
property held for educational, scientific, 


literary, charitable or religious purpo- 
ses; also wearing apparel, arms for mus. 
ter, household and kitchen furniture,the 
mechanical and agricultural implements 
of mechanics and farmers, libraries and 
scientific instruments or any other per- 
sonal property, to a value not exceed- 
ing three hundred dollars.” 


Firtu: IN RELATION TO THE UNI- 


VERSITY. 
The present Constitution, Article IX, 
has the following on the subject of the 
University at Chapel Hill : 
“Sec. 5. The University of North 
Carolina, with its lands, emoluments 
and franchises, is under the control of 
the State, and shall be held to an insep- 
arable connection with the free public 
school system of the State.” 


The amendment proposes to strike out 
this section entirely, thus severing the 
University from the common school sys- 
tem, and insert the following in licu 
thereof, so that the amended Constitu- 


tion shall read: 


“Sec. 5. The General Assembly shall 
have power to provide for the election of 
trustees of the University of North 
Carolina, in whom when chosen shali be 
vested all the privileges, rights, franchi- 
ses and endowments heretofore in any- 
wise granted to or conferred upon the 
trustees of said University; and the 
General Assembly may make such pro- 
visions, laws and regulations, from time 
to time as may be necessary and æxpedi 
ent forthe maintenance and manage 
ment of said University.” 


The fullowing sections of Article IX, 
relating to the University, are also 
stricken out: 

Sections 13, 14 and 15, relating to 
the appointment of trustees by the 
Board of Education, and the officers 
powers and rights of the trustees. These 
matters will hereafter devolve on the 
Legislature, it the amendment relating 
to the University is ratified. 

SIXTH: IN RELATION TO THE SESSIONS 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

The present Constitution, Article II 
Legislative Department, provides a3 fol 
lows : 

„Sec. 2. The Senate and House otf 
Representatives shall meet annually on 
tbe third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.” 

This section is to be amended by 
striking out the word “ annually,” and 
iuserting in lieu thereof the word 
“biennially,” so that the section amend 


ed shall read: 


“Sec. 2. The Senate and House of 
Representatives shall mect biennially on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.“ 


This amendment also strikes oui the 
word “annually” in section 6, Article 
III, and inserts the word“ biennially,” 
in reference to the requirement of the 
Governor to communicate to the Gen- 
eral Assembly each case of reprieve, 
commutation or pardon. 

SEVENTH: IN RELATION TO THE CopE 
ComMIssIon. 

The present Constitution, Article IV 
Judicial Department, makes the follow- 
ing provisions concerning the Code 
Commissioners : 


“Sec. 2. Three Commissioners shall 
be appointed by this Convention to re- 
port to the General Assembly at its first 
session after this Constitution shall be 
adopted by the people, rules of practice 
and procedure in accordance with the 
provisions of the foregoing section, snd 
the Convention shall provide for the 

yommissioners a reasonable compensa- 
tion. 

Sec. 3. The same Commissioncts 
shall also report to the General Assem- 
bly as soon as practicable, a code of law 
of North Carolina. The Goyernor shall 
have power to fill all vacancies occur- 
ring in this commission.“ 


The amendment proposes to strike 
out both these sections, thus abolishing 


the Code Commission. 
EIGHTH : IN RELATION TO FEDERAL AND 


OTHER OFFICE-HOLDERS. 
The present Constitution, 
XIV, provides as follows: 


“Sec. 7. No person shall hold more 
than one lucrative office under the State 
at the same time: Provided, That ofli- 
cers in the Militia, Justices of the Peace, 
Commissioners of Publie Charities and 
Commissioneis appointed for special 
purposes, shall not be considered officers 
witbin the meaning of this section.” 


The amendment proposes that this 
section shall read as follows: 


“Sec. 7. No person who shall hald 
any office or place of trust or profit uoder 
the United States, or any department 
thereof, or under this State or any other 
State or Government, shall hold or ex- 
ercise any other office or place of trust 
or profit, under the aut ority of this 
State, or be eligible to a seat in either 
House of the General Assembly: Pro 
vided, That nothing herein contained 
shall extend to officers in the Militia, 
Justices of the Peace, Commissioners of 
Public Charities or Commissioners for 
special purposes.“ 

There were eighteen amendments 
originally proposed, but the eight 
above specified were all that passed the 
General Assembly by the requisite two 
thirds majority. * 

These eight amendments are to be 
submitted separately for ratification or 


rejection, at the election to be held on 
Thursday, the seventh day of August. 
Any person qualified to vote may vote 
for or against each amendment, with 
a written or printed ticket with the 
words For Amendment,” or “Against 
Amendment.” The amendments that 
receive a majority of the popular vote 
will be duly ratified. A part or all of 
them may be either ratified or rejected.
